WITH TURKEY 
| BLAMED ON U.S. 


Claim by Lloyd George 
as He Tells Britain 
“Save or Perish.’ 


LONDON, Aug. 18.-—-[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—In his speech in the 
house of commons today, dealing with 
Great Britain's domestic affairs gen- 
erally, Premier David Lieyd George 
placed responsibility for the delay in 
making peace with Turkey upon the 
United States. 

Great Britain, he said, desired to 
know how far the United States was 
prepared to assume its share in guar- 
anteeing the protection of people un- 
der the former Turkish yoke, and while 
awaiting this information Great Brit- 
ain had occupied Turkish territory. 


Will Welcome U. 8. Help. 
Mr. Bonar Law said if there were 
any signs of help coming from . the 
United States for Armenia Great Britain 
would gladly welcome it. It was an 
American, rather than a British affair, 
and the Americans were in a better 
position to deal with it, He added that 
American interests were even greater 
than those of the British and said he 
was sure that if the United States gov- 
ernment in a similar case’had asked 
the British government to hold out a 
little longer until arrangements had 
been made the British would have done 
their best. 
The prernier, in discussing the league 
of nations, cited the necessity for its 
promoters to show good faith by re- 
ducing armaments. Great Britain was 
ready to reduce armaments as a first 
condition of real economy in werld 
armaments, and if all other countries 
also were ready economy would re 
sult. If the nations increased their 
armaments, the premier declared, the. 
league of nations would be a mere 
sham and a scrap of paper.

MEXICAN ENTERPRISE. 
' The latest Mexican exploit of holding two Ameri- 
ean army aviators for ransom, with the threat of 
killing them if the money did not arrive at the 
stipulated time, reveals the progressive quality of 
Mexican ambitions. 

This may be more profitable than stealing cattle. 
If American army officers can be made to bring 
$15,000 a pair we may expect border raids to get 
them. Mexican banditry may not be content to 
wait for them to drop out of the sky, but may have 
the enterprise to go after them. 

We.are not sure that our present Mexican policy 
would permit our officers to resist even if on their 
own soil. Possibly it would. It is a policy design- 
edly humane—to the Mexicans—but it might per- 
mit the use of force to resist capture. 

Mr. Carranza’s government has just assured ours 
that every protection .s given Americans that can 
be reasonably expected in a country parts of which 
nature made for banditry. That reply was spe- 
ciously plausible, but not satisfactory, ani the new 
illustration of how the Mexican mind is working 
makes it less so. 

What the Mexicans do to Americans, to their 
persons and properties, has a consistency which in- 
dicates cause and effect. In the causes our govern- 

‘ment and the Mexican government are about equal 
ly to blame. Our government's policy is contempt 
ible. The Mexican government is weak and satiri- 
cal. Neither government has tried to do anything 
effective for the protection of Americans. 

‘Consequently the vicious elements in Mexico 
know that they may do as they like with Ameri- 
cans. That knowledge is the cause, and almost 
daily we get some of the consequences. It was 
but recently revealed how an American officer was 
shot to death in Mexico after he had crossed the

The impulse to shoot an American never gets the 
murderer into trouble. Our expeditions into Mex- 
ico to punish crimes have only served to make us 
seem more helpless, harmless, and futile. Roose- 
velt brought a bandit to terms in North Africa, but 

our present government cannot get one in north- 
ern Mexico. What must Mexicans think of Amer- 
ican purposes? The army to get Villa, by virtue 
of agreements between the American and the Mex- 
ican governments, was not able to get him, and 
Villa’s bullets only recently were hitting citizens in 
El Paso. 

No other great nation would acknowledge its in- 
competence to protect its citizens and their right- 
ful interests and no other great nation would ac- 
cept the Mexican explanations of incompetence. 

Isolated instances of outlawry, affecting Ameri- 
cans, might be explained as the Mexicans try to 
explain their record, but this record cannot be so 

‘ explained. It continues because there is no pun- 
ishment. There is no punishment because the 

Mexicans are not interested in punishing Mexicans 
for crimes against Americans, and the American 
government is not interested in protecting its citi- 
zens. 

So long as such a mood prevails Americans in 
Mexico will suffer. Some of the Mexican news- 
papers are giving warning that there will be pun- 
ishment if outrages continue, that the United 
States -will not be docile forever. 

We do not know where they get their informa- 
tion, but we hope they are correctly informed. 


IMPERIALISM PROCEEDS. 

The absorption of Persia into the British empire 
seems to be a process well under way. Before the 
war there were Russia and Germany to check it. 
But both are now impotent. The imperial policy 
of Great Britain has only to deal with her partners, 
who can be bought off, and with the United States, 
which is not in the competition. 3 

It seems clear, therefore, that the road to India 
is to be further fortified by the establishment of a 
British Persia, which may have as long a lease of 
life as British India and British Egypt. The French 
protest is probably only a trading bluff to get . 
better terms in Syria or elsewhere; while our state 

_ department admits that its somewhat academic sug: 
gestions were not accepted. 

Had Tur TrRisune indulged in the millennial ex- 
pectations of a good many Americans and taken 
Mr. Wilson’s fourteen points as practical factors in 
international negotiations, this inevitable step of 
Great Britain would bring foam to our lips and, 
despair in our heart.

Present titles are abolished so far as they 
convey any privilege, though they may’ be re- 
tained “as a part of a person’s name ’’—an amus- 
ingly adroit device for respecting the traditions 
dear to a large class of Germans.

nificance still are borne and carry weight. The 
new German republic does not think it necessary 
to be more republican than her neighbor. 

The machinery of the republic, it would seem, 
is even more strongly centralized than ours, and 
this. must appeal to the common sense of the 
American observer who realizes that Germany’s 
conditions, her tremendous problems of recon- 
‘struction, imperatively impose the necessity of 
strong control and comprehensive planning which 
are not the virtues of decentralized governments. 

The powers of the president seem to be very 
great, perhaps even greater than those of the 
American executive.

OUX, the distinguished successor

When the French army was called into 

the field it was found that about one-half 
of them were not protected against 
smallpox. Before the end of the first 
year the government had succeeded in 
developing a large vaccine farm and in 
successfully vaccinating the entire army. 
It was universal vaccination which 
saved the tens of millions of soldiers 
from. smallpox. This no anti-vaccina- 
tionist can disprove. With this demon- 
stration before us, let us see how we 
are getting along with the civilian popu- 
lation in the United States. 
The. Public Health Service report for 
July 11 records 1,291 cases of smallpox 
occurring in three states and ninety- 
four cities. The three state reports were: 
Indiana, 500 cases; Minnesota, 285 cases; 
Alabama, eighty cases, al] occurring dur- 
ing May.

MEXICAN ENTERPRISE. | 
' Whe latest Mexican exploit of holding two Ameri- 
Can army aviators for ransom, with the threat of 
killing them if the money did not arrive at the 
stipulated time, reveals the progressive quality of 
Mexican ambitions. 

This may be more profitable than stealing cattle. 
‘If American army officers can be made to bring 
$15,000 a pair we may expect border raids to get 
them. Mexican banditry may not be content to 
wait for them to drop out of the sky, but may have 
the enterprise to go after them. 

We.are not sure that our present Mexican policy 
would permit our officers to resist even if on their 
own soil Possibly it would. It is a policy design- 
edly humane—to the Mexicans—but it might per- 
mit the use of force to resist capture. | 

Mr. Carranza's government has just assured ours 
that every protection is given Americans that can 
be reasonably expected in a country parts of which 
nature made for banditry. That reply was spe- 
ciously plausible, but not satisfactory, an‘ the new 
illustration of how the Mexican mind is working 
makes it less so. é 

What the Mexicans do to Americans, to their 
persons and properties, has a consistency which in- 
dicates cause and effect. In the causes our govern- 
ment and the Mexican government are about equal 
ly to blame. Our government's policy is contempt 
ible. The Mexican government is weak and satiri- 
cal. Neither government has tried to do anything 
effective for the protection of Americans. _ 

Consequently the vicious elements in Mexico 
know that they may do as they like with Ameri- 
cans. That knowledge is the cause, and almost 
daily we get some of the consequences. It was 
but recently revealed how an American officer was 
shot to death in Mexico after he had crossed the 
border to try to help two of his men. His errand 
was peaceable and humane. He was shot because 


_ @ Mexican officer wanted to shoot him. The gov- 


‘ernment which was too puerile to protect or defend 
him tried to conceal the outrage of his murder from 


® his countrymen. 


The impulse to shoot.an American never gets the 
murderer into trouble. Our expeditions into Mex- 
ico to punish crimes have only served to make us 
seem more helpless, harmless, and futile. Roose- 
velt brought a bandit to terms in North Africa, but 
‘our present government cannot get one in north- 
ern Mexico. What must Mexicans think of Amer- 


-{cam purposes? The army to get Villa, by virtue 


of agreements between the American and the Mex- 
ican governments, was not able to get him, and 
Villa's bullets only recently were hitting citizens in 
El Paso. 

No other great nation would acknowledge its in- 
competence to protect its citizens and their right- 
ful interests and no other great nation would ac- 
cept the Mexican explanations of incompetence. 

Isolated instances of outlawry, affecting Ameri- 
cans, might be explained as the Mexicans try to 
explain their record, but this record cannot be so 
explained. It continues because there is no pun- 
ishment. There is no punishment because the 
Mexicans are not interested in punishing Mexicans 
for crimes against Americans, and the American 
government is not interested in protecting its citi- 
zens. i 
So long as such a mood prevails Americans in 
Mexico will suffer. Some of the Mexican news- 
papers are giving warning that there will be pun- 
ishment if outrages continue, that the United 
States will not be docile forever. 

We do not khow where they get their informa- 
tion, but we hope they are correctly informed. 


IMPERIALISM PROCEEDS. 

The absorption of Persia into the British empire 
seems to be a process well under way. Before the 
war there were Russia and Germany to check it. 
But both are now impotent. The imperial policy 
of Great Britain has only to-deal with her partners, 
who can be bought off, and with the United States, 
which is not in the competition. 

It seems clear, therefore, that the road to India 
is to be further fortified by the establishment of a 
British Persia, which may have as long a lease of 
life as British India and British Egypt. The French 
protest is probably only a trading bluff to get 
better terms in Syria or elsewhere; while our state 
department admits that its somewhat academic sug: 
gestions were not accepted. 

Had Tur TRIBUNE indulged in the millennial ex- 
pectations of a good many Americans and taken 
Mr. Wilson’s fourteen points as practical factors in 
international negotiations, this inevitable step of 


Great Britain would bring foam to our lips and, 


despair in our heart. As it is, we call attention of 
the American public to it merely as illustrating the 
‘Indubitable fact that, as we have: mildly remarked 
before, the forces at work in international affairs 
have not been transmuted by the. war or by Mr. 
Wilson's eloquent generalities. They are in full 
force and operation. The imperial motive remains, 
although two great empires have been temporarily 
and one permanently removed from the world con- 
test. Imperial Russia and imperial Germany are 
phelpless at this moment, but imperial Britain, im- 


maperial France, imperial Italy, imperial Japan have 


not changed their policies or Principles, their am- 
bitions or “Jaspirations.” On the contrary, we see 
the British enormously aggrandizea by the virtual 
acquisition of Germany's African dominion and by 
the absorption of Persia; we see France and Italy 
taking spheres carved from Turkey; we sce Japan 
cof Shantung and the German island 
possessions north of the equator. We do not see 
any disposition to treat “ self-determination ” in any- 
ing but « Pickwickian sense, We do not see any 


change in the motivaticn or even in the methods 
of the international world. If the league of nations 
is formed with its article 10 pledging respect for 
the territorial integrity and independence of all 
members, its dubious authority will confront our 
old familiar diplomatic friend, the fait accompli, 
or accomplished fact, thoroughly at home and se- 
cure. | 

The light events are throwing upon international 
'realities should help the American nation to in- 
terpret in terms of practical responsibility the com- 
mitments of the treaty of Versailles. If we move 
forward blindly it is because we wilfully close our 
eyes. 


REPUBLICANS FOR LEAGUE 
’ RESERVATIONS. 


We believe that the Republican senators who 
are insisting upon the preservation of American 
interests and the American future in the covenant 
of the league of nations are truthfully expressing 
the will of the Republican party, of the American 
citizens who form that party, and are following 
the best traditions of the party. 7 

In this issue Republicans are not animated by 
partisan motives. The charge that they are in 
opposition because the proposal comes from a 
Democratic administration is unworthy and unin- 
telligent. 

Republicans, if they are to be 


true to their party 


{ideals, must be intense nationalists. It is the 


basic principle of the party. Mr. Taft, when he 
allows himself to be carried away by enthusiasm 
for the world league idea, allows himself to be car- 
ried away from the Americanism of his party. 
There are hundreds of thousands of nationalistic 
‘Democrats, but it is much easier for a Democratic 
statesman to accept, intellectually and emotionally, 


than it is for a Republican. 
The president is reported as feeling confident 
that he can break down the opposition and that 
he can do so by taking away Republican votes. 
Administration hopes are said to be centered upon 
Senator Harding of Ohio. 
If our idea of Republican sentiment is correct, 
and if Senator Harding allows himself to be won 
for a policy which Republicans think is unsafe, 
he might as well dismiss any idea that he has a 


vention. 

Republicans who are demanding reservations are 
protecting the United States. The Republican 
who does not support this demand will not find 
much favor with Republicans. 


MR. NOCKELS’ CUE. 

The appearance of the enthusiastic Mr. Nockels 
of the Chicago Federation of Labor in the actors’ 
strike seems to be received by these laborers with 
mixed emotions. They welcome the support which 
it indicates or pledges, but they seem confused by 
the methods. ‘ 

Mr. Nockels has a wealth and virility of ex- 
pression and a downrightness of manner which 
leaves the professional suavity gasping, appar- 
ently. The actors may be willing to consign many 
things to hell, including some managers and pro- 
ducers and contracts, but they reveal an instinctive 
shrinking against including court orders and 
agreements. 

Mr. Nockels understands that they are, as yet, 
novices, but they will learn later to treat ’em 
rough.» For Mr. Nockels we imagine this is the 
most enjoyable strike in which he ever had the 
pleasure of participating. 

It is the first time his dramatic instincts ever 
had a fair chance. Some of the professionals may 
be wondering who let him in. It’s his constitu- 
tional privilege to be in. 


THE NEW GERMAN 
CONSTITUTION. 


A summary of the new German constitution 
which has just arrived is an extremely interest- 
ing and, if substantially accurate, a significant 
document. In general outlines it is by no means 
an achievement of impractica! radicalism, but 
shows a grasp of the basic principles of strong 
republican government. There is no sign that its 
makers were laboring under the, extreme radicals’ 
pet delusions. The basic principles of democratic 
government are recognized in the provisions abol- 
ishing privileges and immunities of rank and as- 
serting equality of all men and women before ‘the 
law. Present titles are abolished so far as they 
convey any privilege, though they may’ be re- 
tained “as a part of a person’s name’’—an amus- 
ingly adroit device for respecting the traditions 
dear to a large class of Germans. In the French 
republic titles which carry only such social sig: 
nificance still are borne and carry weight. The 
new German republic does not think it necessary 
to be more republican than her neighbor. 

The machinery of the republic, it would seem, 
is even more strongly centralized than ours, and 
this. must appeal to the common sense of the 
American observer who realizes that Germany’s 
conditions, her tremendous problems of recon- 
struction, imperatively impose the necessity of 


are not the virtues of decentralized governments. 

The powers of the president seem to be very 
great, perhaps even greater than those of the 
American executive. Here, too, Germany's situa- 
tion must be taken into account and those who 
wish to see the German people regain their foot- 
ing in the torrent of change which is. sweeping 
central and eastern Europe and take a responsible 
place among democratic peoples will be inclined 
to approve this tendency. 

Most enlightened social principles are laid down 
establishing compulsory education—with state aid, 
where needed—declaring that motherhood is a 
concern of the state, establishing free speech, free 
press, and religious freedom. 

Altogether the summary leaves the !mpression 
of sound and careful judgment worthy of the solid 
genius of the German people. If it obtains their 
support, German reconstruction has been given a 
broad foundation more consistent with the twen- 
tieth century than that which it replaces and more 
favorable te the full evolution of the abilities of 
the German race. 7

HOT WEATHER SMALLPOX. 
OUX, the distinguished successor 

of Pasteur, says this is the first 

war in all history in which there 

has not been an epidemic of 
Smallpox. Fasquelle says the French 
soldiers from France, several millions 
in numbers, in four years only had twelve 


the French soldiers:from the colonies in 
the same length of time there were only 


deaths. 

Nasmith, writing of the British armies, 
says: “Smallpox, that curse of past 
centuries, was kept in abject subjection 
by vaccination.” The reports from the 
American army are as favorable. . 


4 
When the French army was called into 
the field it was found that about one-half 
of them were not protected against 
smallpox. Before the end of the first 
year the government had succeeded in 
developing a large vaccine farm and in 
successfully vaccinating the entire army. 
It was universal vaccination which 
saved the tens of millions of soldiers 
from smallpox. This no anti-vaccina- 
tionist can disprove. With this demon- 
stration before us, let us see how we 
are getting along with the civilian popu- 
lation in the United States. 
The Public Health. Service report for 
July 11 records 1,291 cases of smallpox 
occurring. in three states and ninety- 
four cities. The three state reports were: 
Indiana, 500 cases ; Minnesota, 285 cases; 
Alabama, eighty cases, all occurring dur- 
ing May. | |

other forty-five states in that month and

| REPLY. 

1. If you are strong enough for it you 

should take a long walk daily. It would be 


‘better if you could get in the walk in the 


form of a game, such as golf. 

2. Most persons can become appreciably in- 
toxicated on 2% per cent beer. Milwaukee 
saloons are advertising 2% per cent beer. 
Many drunken men advertise them or did 
on Thursday.

Gradually 
return te an ordinary diet, beginning with 
bread, adding soup, and then cereal. The 
Karell diet is generally continued for six 
weeks. If your trouble is chronic you will 
need a more sustaining diet, but even that 
should be low in protein and salt. I suggest
